Communication is simply the act of transferring information from one place, 
person or group to another. 
Every communication involves (at least) one sender, a message, anda recipient. 

This may sound simple, but communication is actually a very complex subject. 
The transmission of the message from senders to recipients can be affected 

by a huge range of things. These include our emotions, the cultural situation, 

the medium used to communicate, and even our location. The complexity 

is why good communication skills are considered so desirable by employers 

around the world: accurate, effective and unambiguous communication is 

actually extremely hard. 
Categories of communication 

1. Spoken or verbal communication, which includes face-to-face, telephone, 
radio or television and other media. 

2. Non-verbal communication, covering body language, gestures, how we 
dress or act, where we stand, and even our scent. There are many subtle 
ways that we communicate (perhaps even unintentionally) with others. For 
example, the tone of voice can give clues to mood or emotional state, whilst 
hand signals or gestures can add to a spoken message. 

3. Written communication: which includes letters, emails, social media, 
books, magazines, the internet and other media. Until recent times, a 
relatively small number of writers and publishers were very powerful when 
it came to communicating the written word. Today, we can all write and 
publish our ideas online, which has led to an explosion of information and 
communication possibilities. 

4. Visualisations: graphs and charts, maps, logos and other visualisations can 
all communicate messages.

The darkness of night makes it easier for some animals to escape predators, 
especially if the animal is dark enough to blend into its surroundings. Then there's 
the hedgehog, a small nocturnal mammal!’ that rolls up into a ball of spiny hairs 
when danger comes near, Because it is active only at night, it can usually wander 
around unseen. The skunk, another nocturnal animal, has the most smelly way to 
defend itself.

Owls and certain species 
of cats are very effective nocturnal hunters because they have great night vision 
and excellent hearing. Another predator that's well-known for its nocturnal 
behaviour is the insect-eating bat.

Scenei 


The play opens in King Lear's palace with a conversation between Kent, Gloucester, and Gloucester's 
son Edmund. We also learn that Gloucester has two sons. The older, Edgar, is his heir 5s , and the 
younger, Edmund. King Lear enters followed by his two sons-in-law — Albany and Cornwall — and his 
three daughters — Goneril, Regan, and Cordelia. Lear announces that he has divided his kingdom into 
three shares to be given to his daughters as determined by their declarations of love for him. Goneril, as 
the eldest, speaks first. She tells her father that her love for him is more than riches. Regan, as the middle 
child, speaks next. Her love, she says, is even greater than Goneril's. Finally, it is Cordelia's turn to express 
the depth of her love for her royal father. Cordelia replies that she loves him as a daughter should love a 
father, no more and no less. She reminds her father that she also will owe devotion ولاء‎ to a husband when 
she marries, and therefore cannot honestly give all her love toward her father. Lear sees Cordelia's reply 
as rejection, saying that she will now be a stranger to him. King Lear then divides his kingdom between 
Goneril and Regan, giving each an equal share. Kent interferes يتدخل‎ by asking Lear to reconsider his rash 
action. Lear, in anger, sends Kent away for defending Cordelia and for confronting تحدی/مواجهة‎ the king. 
At Kent's departure, the King of France and Duke of Burgundy enter, both of whom are suitors خاطبین‎ for 
Cordelia's hand in marriage. They are told that Cordelia will not receive a inheritance میراث‎ from her father. 
The King of France says that Cordelia is a prize, even without her share of Lear's kingdom, and announces 
his intent to marry Cordelia. Cordelia says goodbye to her sisters, and leaves with the King of France. 


Scene ii 


Edmund enters the scene — set in the Earl of Gloucester's house — talking out loud to himself.

In 1953, the 
British put everything they had into giving it one more try. They hoped that their climbers would 
reach the top in time for the coronation of Queen Elizabeth. 

Ten different climbers from all over the world were chosen to make the trek. In April and May, 
supplies were relayed up the mountain, and camps were set up every 1,000 to 2,000 feet. 

On May 29, 1953, two of the climbers set out for the summit from their camp at 27,900 feet. On 
that morning, Edmund P. Hillary (from New Zealand) and Tenzing Norgay (from Nepal) accomplished 
one of the greatest climbing feats ever. They were the first to reach the summit of Mount Everest. 
When they returned home, journalists kept asking the two men who reached the summit first. Each 
time they were asked, the response was the same: “We reached it together, as a team.” 

Between 1921 and 2007, over two thousand people have climbed Mount Everest, some more than 
once. Since the first ascent in 1953, more than 600 climbers from 20 different countries have reached 
the summit.

The Asian elephant is another type of elephant found in the world, besides the African elephant. 
They share some similarities. Elephants are social creatures and live in herds. Asian elephants are 
normally found in countries like India, Indonesia, Malaysia and Myanmar.

Light from the sun or a light bulb moves in straight waves. When the light waves hit an object, ) 
they bounce off of it. This action is called reflection. For most objects, the light bounces in many 
directions at the same time. When this happens, it allows us to see the object. A picture of the 
object is sent to the brain from the eye. The brain helps us understand what we see. 

Light waves also bounce when they hit a smooth, shiny surface. Hitting a surface like a mirror 
makes the light waves bounce directly back to your eyes. This movement allows you to see 
yourself. It creates a reflection. You see the objects around it instead of the mirror itself. Anything 
shiny may act like a mirror when the light hits it. Have you ever seen your face reflected in the 
rounded side of a pot or pan? You can even see reflections on the surface of water if it is smooth 
and still.
